A PRODUCER PROBLEM 

A challenge lias been issued 
to the farmers of Vvestern Can¬ 
ada. It is that they must up¬ 
hold the commitments of the 
Canadian people to pi ovide Brit 
ain with the volume ol hacoti 
she requires. ’I’lie challenge has 
been accepted but there is a 
serious hitch in Hie program at 
present. The number of m gs 
being produced is adequate but 
the average quality is below 

This has been emphasized 
in a recent statement from the 
Marketing Service and we feel

that it is i n the interest of pro¬ 
ducers to draw to their atten- 
tion certain points contained 
in this statement. We quote as 
follows; 

“There were 84,000 hogs 
gVad-ed in Manitoba, Saskat * 
chewan, and Alberta during the 
last week in October. The quota 
for domestic consumption in 
these provinces is 8,600 hogs. 
Thus 90 per cent is required to 
be exported. If weekly market 
ings rise to 110,000 per week, 
as they may do in the ne»r 
future, then 92 per cent, will be 
required for export. The tact 
is that there are far too many 
low grade hogs coming to mar 
ket to supply domestic needs, 
and further, it is highly undes¬ 
irable that Canadian consumers 
should receive nothing better 
than the product now remain¬ 
ing after export selection. The 
A Grade carcass provides tho 
most suitable product for both 
export and domestic requirem¬ 
ents. Eoi ; the. month of Oct¬ 
ober hogs in the Prairie Prov¬ 
inces graded 31.1 per cent A 
Grade or desirable, 43.6 per 
cent B1 Grade or useful, and Ihe 
balnce 25.1 per cent were un¬ 
suitable for export.

It is the elimination of these 
undesirable grades which is par 
ticularly important at this time. 
Unless low grade hogs are 
greatly reduced in numbers, 
some drastic action may be 
necessary. The Bacon Board is 
requiring packers to export all • 
hogs in excess of domestic 
quotas, and many of tho lower 
qualities cannot be exported. 
Packers may find it necessary 
to place prohibitive deductions 
on the undesirable hogs or ev¬ 
en refuse to accept them at any 
price. This might result in such 
hogs being dumped on the 
public markets at sacrifice 
prices. 

The implication in this latter 
statement should be firmly fix¬ 
ed in the minds of all hog pro¬ 
ducers as they are the only 
ones who can prevent the sug¬ 
gested drastic step from being 
taken. It is a producer problem 
and one not difficult to solve. 
'Proper feeding of well bred 
stock, finished to the required 
weights will bring the quality 
of hogs to tho deiired level. The 
careful attention i\f all produc¬ 
ers should be given to this mat¬ 
ter both from the standpoint of 
their own financial interest and 
the j tt.sfoiition of the war thru 
1 n adequate supnlv of bacon to 
Britain and to eur c wn popula¬ 
tion. including the boys in the 
aimed forces.
